SUZUKI TO ENTER 
AMA COMPETITION 
IN 1966 


Suzuki vice president Jack McCormack 
informed CYCLE NEWS this week that 
U.S. Suzuki will enter a five-rider team 
at Daytona this year. 

Additional plans call for Suzuki also to 
enter additional AMA lightweight 250cc 
road races that are on the national calendar 
for 1966, 

The five riders, plus one novice, have 
already been selected for the Daytona 
event. McCormack also stated that the of- 
ficial. Suzuki Racing Team will enter the 
two AMA events slated for Carlsbad Race- 
way on Jan. 16th and Feb. 20th. 

The two Carlsbad events will be used 
for final shakedowns on the five 250cc X-6 
models that will run at Daytona on March 
14th in the annual lightweight 100 mile 
event. 

All five riders on the newly formed 
factory team are expert-classed riders. 
Their names will be released to CYCLE 
NEWS in the coming weeks. 

The official colors for the team will be 
the same as used by the Suzuki team that 
races the Grand Prix circuit in Europe on 
the world championship events. The riders 
will all be clad in blue and white leathers 
along with blue and white helmets.

lion different opinions on what this 
sport of ours needs. Last month one 
enthusiast put his opinions into a 
nicely printed brochure and set out 
to organize us into a body large en- 
ough to make our voices heard by 
governments and law enforcement 
agencies. 

Calling itself SCALE, this new 
organization thickens the alphabet 
soup of associations pursuing much 
the same goals. 

We were among hundreds or thou- 
sands of California enthusiasts who 
were handed a copy of SCALE's pros- 
pectus. Its aims seemed curiously 


'familiar, so we placed a call to the 


driving personality behind it, Mr. 
Stan Barton. 

In a telephone interview last week, 
Mr. Barton described himself, accur- 
ately we thought, as "all drive". 
SCALE, it appears, was born out of 
Barton's outrage with having to suf- 
fer police shakedowns while out en- 
joying himself on his cycle. Barton 
rides a chopper which he says is "the 
cleanest bike in town, and perfectly 
legal". Yet he claims to have been 
harassed by policemen on more than 
one occasion, forced to endure verbal 
abuse and had his pockets searched 
for nothing more than riding his bike 
rightfully and in a lawful manner. 

Barton feels that communication is 
lacking between motorcyclists (us) 
and law enforcement, news agencies 
and government (them). What 
SCALE offers for its $20 membership 
fee, are familiar benefits already pro- 
mised by half-a-dozen national rider 
organizations. If the promises often 
are not kept, the reason usually given 
is lack of member support. 

Barton has not yet tried to accom- 
plish his purposes through existing 
organizations, but his motives in 
forming SCALE seem sincere, and his 
drive is evident by the whirlwind of 
publicity he has stirred up. We can’t 
help wondering if Mr. Barton realizes 
what an enormous project he has 
taken on. Uniting all of us individuals 
into an effective amalgamation is a 
task like completing the tower of 
Babel. If he succeeds we will all 
reach heaven together. But the job 
requires finding a common language 
to bridge the communication gaps 
among ourselves. Lacking this, 
SCALE's drive so far falls short.

DRAGS

Drag racing enthusiasts received a blow 
which has left many shocked and bewild- 
ered. Fontana Drag Strip is temporarily 
closed due to financial difficulties. Some of 
us who compete regularly have had an ink- 
ling of the impending doom, and yet since 
it occurred without any definite warning, 
we also have been surprised. This is not 
the first time Fontana has been felled by 
the financial axe and as in the past it will 
probably be reopened by new operators 
in the near future. Until then the only 
L. A. area drag strip with a full program 
for bikes is Lion's. Bikes are allowed to 
run at the Carlsbad strip but they do not 
as yet have class competition. 

Shock For Staff 

Fontana employees and many competi- 
tors arrived at the gates Sunday morning 
and were turned away, Many came to 
Lion’s, including Boris Murray and Jim 
Cook, who have been the cycle pit direc- 
tors at Fontana. A total of fifty-one bikes 
were on the line to battle for the trophies 
and cash. It was not the best run show. I 
have never had to handle such a number. 
The only thing which would have helped 
was help. If possible, I shall gain an as- 
sistant. 

Three bikes and riders tried to crash the 
gate at Lion's and after being routed, were 
arrested by the law. One bike was expelled 
from the strip for doing wheelies and 
speeding in the pits, We aren't kidding. 
Please don't destroy the one precious piece 
of asphalt we have for the sport locally. 

Ed McDonald stood firm at the head 
of the class and won A street with 107 
mph and an elapsed time of 12.33, Equally 
unshaken with the competition increase 
was Mel Disharoon in A gas. He won with 
107.14—12.36, not much difference be- 
tween the two times; maybe we can have 
a match race, In the fuel category we were 
treated to the sight of smoking tires by 
Bud Martinez on a Triumph built by Don 
McEvoy. In the battle for top fuel laurels 
against Bob Michaels “Black Knight” he 
turned a 10.97 and 125.34. Bob did win A 
fuel at 11.94 & 111.80. so all was not in 
vain, 

At the other end of the fuel classes Don 
Smith on the record holding Ducati defeat- 
ed Ron Knapp’s Yamaha in a close battle. 
The 13.56 E.T. was a second slower than 


the record and yet for a 250 it’s still haul- 
ing. Also in the record category Paul Con- 
serriere took the faithful old Yamaha flat 
tracker and showed us that, be it dirt oval 
or asphalt straight, it could not be matched. 
His E.T. equalled the record and the 
speed was far better, The big figure is 
101.35 and I do not think any gas bike in 
the class can match it unless some major 
change is made to the machine and that 
would be miracle making. 

Steve Androff gave a Bultaco its first 
taste of blood in E gas and it took a 16.17- 
76.79 to do it. There was a real surprise in 
B street although up against the finest 
and biggest such as "Snorton Norton,"N. 
Fleming rode a Triumph to victory. Nor- 
ton did stay on top in B gas and George 
Jonovich rode against pros like Bill Gore 
and his Triumph. That's a great victory by 
George! 

In D street a total of 13 entries vied 
for the top. Randall Baselt fought his way 
through the pack and set the field behind 
his pipes with a 16.02 and 81.22 on a 
Honda. 

Two made A class in C street, which was 
usually without entries, Both were 500cc 
Triumphs and M. Houcks was running in 
tune, to a win. In C gas Len Jasmin had 
his 30.50 Triumph running a little less than 
its best, But 14.34 - 96.98 was enough for 
the class trophy. Brick Price has the gold 
for E street and is not going to let any- 
one set him down to a loss. 

Arizona Getting Active 

In Tucson, Ariz. the bikes are getting 
active, A Honda ridden by Schmal turned 
15.31 for his class win and a Yamaha spon- 
sored by Eastside Cycle turned 13.26 - 
95.23 for his trophy. 

The big $300.00 (three hundred) dollar 
fuel bike drag meet will be held on Febru- 
ary 19, 1966. The money will be divided 
as follows: $200.00 for top fuel and $100 
for Jr. fuel (500cc and lower). Runner- 
up awards are yet coming and will be an- 
nounced as the pot fills. 

“Fuel Bike” as the term implies, is only 
for those burning fuel (nitro - alcohol etc.) 
Those bikes alone will be eligible for a 
try at the Money Meet, so get out your 
Christmas chemistry sets and go, go, gol

New rules for the coming season will 
include the one allowing a rider to upgrade 
his machine to the top displacement of the 
class in which he rides. Examples would be 
an 80 Yamaha up to 100cc's, and the 305 
Hondas up to 350, and you can bet the 
new 440's will be brought up to full 500's 
to compete with the so-called obsolete 
Goldstars, most of which still run like 
Jack the Bear. However, here's one real 
important point that was enforced this 
year at times and will really be stressed 
this coming year. The identification mark- 
ings, either letters or numbers must re- 
main on the engine and must not be re- 
moved or tampered with so you can't read 
them, If you're caught on the line in this 
condition, you'll be disqualified, period. 

All kinds of rumors have been flying 
around about “ride for money” scrambles 
this year. This has definitely been voted 
down, in fact I understand the vote was 
100% against. It may work in some parts 
of the country but not out here where so 
many of our riders have either held or 





still hold Class C licenses. Under the rules 
for “money” scrambles this would have 
ruled out about 50% of our local talent 
from riding at all on a Sunday. 

While we're on the subject of 1966, clubs 
and shops can get a supply of the new 
application cards for riding numbers from 
Charlie Kurtz, 17605 Horace St., Granada 
Hills. You can bring smiles to the faces of 
the Competition Committee by using these 
new cards as they are different from the 
current ones when making your application 
for 1966. So please, huh, use them and not 
an old card, or a bit of paper, or like one 
guy did, pop $2.00 in an envelope with 
nothing else but the legend, “send me a 
riding number,” no name, no nothing. With 
all those hundreds of requests for numbers 
coming in, it makes it easier on the guys 
when all they have to cope with is the 
correct card, properly filled out, and you 
get your number back that much faster. 








THE FINISH LINE

Had the pleasure last Sunday morning of viewing the first attempt at 


indoor short track racing in the area. 


The occasion was at the Long Beach Arena which in many ways is finer 
than the plush Los Angeles Sports arena. 

Don Brymer and Bob Dowis are the two gentlemen who held an informal 
practice to take a noise check and a fume survey. About a dozen machines 
were on hand for the attempt and from all indications short track indoor 


racing will be held in the near future. 


On hand to try the concrete 10th mile oval were Sammy Tanner, Ralph 
White and Walt Fulton, to name a few. 
Brymer and Dowis are pointing towards an opening event for Saturday 


night, February 5th, If not the 5th, then 
the 12th, The exact date will be announced 
in CYCLE NEWS in the next couple of 
weeks, 

Indoor racing in the past has run weekly 
in Portland, Cincinnati, and Columbus. It is 
quite a show. I had the experience of an- 
nouncing an indoor short track event back 
in Indianapolis in '62 and it was full of 
action and spills. 

The most notable feature about the Long 
Beach arena is that the seats are located 
all the way around the track and every- 
body is looking DOWN right on top of 
the action, 

The big question last Sunday was, “What 
size bike would be best suited for the 
track?” Plans call for any machine from 
50cc up to and including 250cc. 

Machines that were tested Sunday in- 
cluded: Yamaha, Suzuki, Van Tech, Honda, 
Ducati and Hodaka, 

My impression is that a strong 80 or 
90cc will do the job just as well as a larg- 
er 250cc with the tricky traction that 
smooth, flat concrete presents. 

Other tracks have used rosin to afford 
riders more traction. This is being looked 
into by the promoters at this time. 

All interested sponsors and riders may 
obtain complete information by contacting 


Brymer and Dowis at 1540 W. 9th St. 
in Long Beach or phone 436-4870. 

One item that was stressed by both men 
was that all equipment must be extra sharp 
in the paint department and all riders must 
have clean and polished leathers. 

The lighting in the arena is extra bright 
so this rule on rider and machine appear- 
ance must and will be strictly enforced. 

Present plans call for at least two indoor 
events at the Long Beach site. Maybe 
more if riders and the fans show immediate 
approval of this type of racing. 

Both will be AMA sanctioned, purse- 
paying events, so all riders must hold 1966 
competition licenses. 

On that subject, the recent release from 
AMA headquarters states that riders may 
now apply for their '66 cards, There are 
some changes from last year so all riders 
planning on riding in the February indoór 
races and the Ascot TT events should re- 
quest application forms now from the AMA 
in Columbus.

Fans as well as the riders are looking 
forward to the 1966 season at South Gate 
with building and enlargement promised 
for the track, Mr. Von Deming, the owner 
and operator, has stated the course will 
be lengthened and widened which should 
add a great deal to safety as well as give 
the spectators better viewing. 

In addition to the short track motorcycle 
events being held presently at South Gate, 
an additional night is planned for the re- 
birth of Class A flat tracking next season. 
Work is under way to bring back the 
speedway bikes in competition. Most of 
these all-out machines have been stored 
in garages or dismantled since they were 
banned from racing in 1948. There is a 
strong belief that this type of racing could 
become popular again, so a great deal of 
time and effort is being devoted to bring- 
ing it back. 

Some of the young champions who have 
done well at short tracking during the 
1965 season and show great promise as 
champion riders will be moving up to com- 
pete on the larger courses. It will be inter- 
esting to see how they fare in the 1966 sea- 
son on V4 and Y2 mile tracks, It is our firm 
belief that short track racing affords an 
excellent opportunity and training ground 
for future motorcycle champions, but only 
time and experience will prove this a fact. 

There has been much comment by the 
riders and spectators concerning the new 
Carlsbad Road Race course. Naturally, its 
course was developed utilizing a drag strip 
and there are some limitations involved, 
but it does afford another available course 
in the Southern California area on which 
the riders may participate and gain ex- 
perience, with some added conveniences 
which are not found at some of the others. 

We think it is quite interesting that an- 
other. association has started promoting 
road races on the West Coast, since they 
have been absent from this particular end 
of the sport since their fatal accident in 
1961 under the same sportsman promoter. 
It also is very interesting to see this pro- 
moter donating copy to one of the finest 
road racers in the United States, Buddy 
Parriott, even though in the past several 
years when Buddy competed in and won 
many outstanding events and finished 6th 
in International (F.I.M.) 500cc standings, 
he never had the privilege of being men- 
tioned by that reporter. So, it looks as if 
some of the deserving riders may finally 
start getting recognition from a few of the 
“authorities” in the motorcycle world. 

On December 19th at Carlsbad, the 
A.C.A. will hold their National Champion- 
ship Road Race event which will be the 
last of the season, and the last opportunity 
in 1965 to see some of the top road racing 
champions in the United States, such as 
Buddy Parriott, Tony Murphy, Don Vesco, 
Ralph Le Clercq, Barry Herrmann, Walt 
Fulton, Jr., Dave Jones, Myron Tracy, and 
Roger Calvert. 

We foresee a great many changes in the 
1966 season which, I think, will greatly 
benefit the competition rider and the fans, 
but of course, as always, only time will tell.
